Ballot trafficking is illegal in Alabama 


Guest Editorial by ballot must remain in the 
John Merrill, Alabama __ custody of the voter or an 
Secretary of State approved commercial mail 


carrier. 

Ballot trafficking will not 
be allowed in our state. It 
undermines the legitimacy 
of the elections process, and 
it leads to many Alabamians 
having their votes trafficked 
by paid political operatives. 

These traffickers are not 
seeking to make it easier 
to vote. In fact, they are 
trying to make it easier to 
cheat. Ballot trafficking 
cheats Alabamians out of 
their opportunity to freely 
elect their leaders without 
coercion or manipulation. 

If you are a witness to 
ballot trafficking or have 
been a victim of ballot traf- 
ficking, then it is incum- 
bent upon you to report this 
activity to the Secretary of 
State’s Elections Division 
at 334-242-7210 or by visit- 
ing stopvoterfraudnow.com. 
Individuals who are found 
to be engaged in ballot traf- 
ficking will be referred to 
prosecuting authorities so 
they can be indicted and 
prosecuted to the fullest 
extent of the law. 


In Alabama, it is illegal 
for any individual to return 
or mail another individual’s 
absentee ballot application 
or their absentee ballot. This 
practice, known as ballot 
trafficking or ballot harvest- 
ing, is a dangerous practice 
that often leads to ballot 
traffickers stealing the votes 
of well-meaning and unsus- 
pecting voters. Alabama 
law requires that the chain 
of custody be maintained 
for both absentee applica- 
tions and absentee ballots. 
If the chain of custody for 
an absentee application or 
ballot is broken, then the 
law has been violated. 

According to §17-11-4 of 
the Code of Alabama, “The 
application may be hand- 
ed by the applicant to the 
absentee election manager 
or forwarded to him or-her 
by United States mail or 
by commercial carrier, as 
determined by rule by the 
Secretary of State.” Under 
Alabama law, the appli- 
cation must remain in the 
voter’s custody or with an 
approved commercial mail 
carrier during the entire pro- 
cess. 

Pertaining to absentee 
ballots, §17-11-9 states that 
after completing their bal- 
lot, voters must “forward it 
by United States mail to the 
absentee manager or hand 
it to him or her in person.”

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Troy University awarded $161K National Science Foundation oraiit 


Troy University professors 
continually make advance- 
ments in their respective 
fields, most recently with 
Dr. Raj Vinnakota’s accep- 
tance of a $161,597 grant 
from the National Science 
Foundation to further 
research building a device 
that would allow for fast- 
er data recording and pro- 
cessing at the photon level. 
Faster speeds would allow 
for improvements in optical 
computing and optical infor- 
mation processing across 
multiple applications. 

Modern digital devices 
are powered by micropro- 
cessors, and the building 
block for microprocessors 
is transistors, explained 
Vinnakota, an assistant pro- 
fessor in the Department 
of Chemistry and Physics. 
Data is then recorded and 
processed in the form of 
electrons that travel along 
pathways of connected tran- 
sistors. 

“The microprocessor is 
built with neuron-like tiny 


which are electronic switch- 
es where the flow of the cur- 
rent in one channel is con- 
trolled by another smaller 
current, much like a water 
faucet,” he said. “In a micro- 
processor, data is encoded 
and processed in the form 
of electric currents, which 
travel along pathways of 
connected transistors.” 

Similar to a delay in 
broadcasting between a 
live event and television, 
data processing speeds 
are delayed between con- 
nections, and Vinnakota’s 
research aims to create an 
all-optical plasmonic switch 
to decrease these delays. An 
all-optical switch is a device 
that allows one optical sig- 
nal to control another optical 
signal, such as control of 
light by light. 

In recent years, nanopho- 
tonics, specifically plasmon- 
ics, often referred to as “light 
on a wire,” has established 
itself as a promising technol- 
ogy for the development of 
all-optical devices. Despite 


fast switching all-optical 
transistor does not seem to 
exist or be practical for opti- 
cal logic gates. Vinnakota 
hopes to change this. 

In addition to the possibil- 
ity to make groundbreak- 
ing technological develop- 
ments, his research has a 
strong educational and out- 
reach component, including 
inspiring and guiding K-12 
students to pursue a career 
path in science and technol- 
ogy, improving undergradu- 
ate participation in research 
and providing training and 
mentoring for a diverse 
group of students. The 
grant also has the oppor- 
tunity to boost TROY’s 
Electronics Engineering 
Technology -program, of

Students have different education options after high school 


Many students think of education after 
high school as the traditional four-year 
college degree. That isn’t always the case, 
according to KHEAA—Alabama. 

Two-year degrees can prepare students 
to continue at a four-year school, but 
they can also lead directly to a job in the 
workforce. Diplomas and certificates in 
specialized skills give students the knowl- 
edge they need to compete for good jobs in 
industry and other careers. These programs 
usually take six to 18 months to complete. 

Alabama students can tap into numerous 
sources of financial aid to pay for whatever 
level.of education they want to pursue. 

The state offers the Alabama Student 
Assistant Program Grant for undergradu- 
ates at eligible public and private colleges 
and universities. Undergraduates at some 
private colleges and universities are also eli- 
gible for an Alabama Student Grant. Those 
grants are administered by the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education. 
Alabama Community College 
System offers several programs for stu- 
dents at the state’s two-year community

Draft. Wright was selected in the third round by the Cleveland Browns. He was the 78th pick overall. 


A Tiger, a Blazer and now a Brown 


Former Elba Tiger and 
UAB Blazer football stand- 
out Alex Wright saw his 
dream of becoming a pro- 
fessional football player 
come true last Friday night 
when he was picked in the 
third round of the 2022 
NFL draft by the Cleveland 
Browns. 

Wright was the 7gth 
overall pick in the draft 
and the first player from 
Conference USA to hear 
his name called out at 
the annual event. A 6’7”, 
270-pound, linebacker at 
UAB, Wright was a three- 
year starter for the Blazers 
and during his career was 
credited with 91 tackles, 
19 tackles for a loss and 
13 sacks. After this past 
season, his junior year at 
UAB, Wright was named 
the Conference USA 
‘Defensive Player of the 
Year.’ 

In an interview on the 
Cleveland Browns website, 
Wright stated “From the 
first time I talked with the 
coaches at Cleveland I had 
a feeling they were genuine 
in their feelings for me and 
it could be my home. It is 
an honor to be a member 
of the Cleveland Browns 
and I will work hard to get 
better in all aspects of my 
game and know that I have 
the same beliefs of every- 
one else with the Browns 
and that is positivity and 
wanting to be winners.” 

“When I showed up at 
UAB out of high school 
I weighed 220 pounds 
and knew instantly that I

wasn’t big enough to be 
a player at the college 
level,” added Wright. “I 
am now 270 pounds and 
I grew by being comfort- 
able with what I was doing 
and the plan the coaches 
put in place. I didn’t want 
to be too big or too small, 
and just took baby steps to 
become a college athlete, 
T am still growing into my 
body and definitely need to 
grow more both mentally 
and physically in the years 
to come.” 

Growing up in Elba, 
Wright went through dif- 
ferent stages in his life that 
included being in the band, 
being a basketball standout 
and then making the choice 
to concentrate on football. 

“My family is big into 
music and singing,” said 
Wright, in a January 
YouTube interview “and. 
after playing recreation 
football in the third and 
fourth grades joined the 
band in the fifth grade. I 
played woodwind instru- 
ments and was a saxophone 
player in the marching band 
until the ninth grade, when 
I made the decision to get 
back intosports. Music will 
always be a part of my 
life no matter what I do or 
where I go, but I just knew 
it was time to get back into 
sports. There is a certain 
vibe about football in the 
south and there is some- 
thing special about hear- 
ing the fans in the stands, 
the band playing music and 
even the smell of the grass. 
I knew I wanted to be a 
part of that and it has been 
a driving force in my life 
ever since.” 

“Elba is small town 
kind of in the neck of the 
woods and Elba High was 
a 2A school back when I 
was there,’ added Wright. 
“T assure you there was a 
big difference in playing in 
front of a couple of hundred 
fans at Elba and tens of 
thousands of fans at UAB. 
I had dreams of playing 
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UAB linebacker Alex Wright 


in the NBA when I was in 
high school, but Elba isn’t 
a basketball school, it is a 
football school ‘that every- 
one knows about. Football 
is the heart of Elba, and I 
made the choice to follow 
that path and see where it 
would take me. My coach 
at Elba (Ed Rigby) told me 
after my junior year that he 
was going to send tapes of 
me to colleges and there 
was no doubt in his mind I 
could play at the next level 
and would get the chance 
if I kept on working. I kept 
working, but really had my 
doubts until I started to get 
texts from college coaches. 
My coach always said if 
you are good enough peo- 
ple will find you, no matter 
you are, and that was true.” 

When asked about his 
motivation coming from 
a small town to become 
a_ professional athlete, 
Wright stated “When I was 
growing up Elba was the 


place you left and went 
somewhere else. I love my 
family and my hometown, 
but as a young man saw 
a lot of high school foot- 
ball players leave and then 
come back. I wasn’t sure 
why they came back, but 
it just seemed like they 
always came back to Elba. 
It can be toxic living in 
a small town because of 
the feeling of security and 
being at home with your 
friends. Elba will always 
be home, but I knew I had 
to get out and see what 
life had to offer in other 
places.” 

“It was like a dream 
when I heard my name 
called out on the NFL 
draft,” said Wright, “and 
it is still like a dream I 
can’t wake up from. I have 
worked so many years and 
made so many to get to 
this opportunity in my life 
and I know I am blessed 
to. be here. I know there 
will be adjustments I have 
to make to be successful 
in the NFL, but I learned a 
long time ago that in sports 
and in life you have to get 
better every day, and that is 
always what I try to do. I 
know I have taken the first 
step in the next chapter of 
my life being drafted by 
Cleveland and I also know 
there are no guarantees. 
I will work hard on my 
speed, my strength and to 
being the best I can be, and 
I also want to prove that a 
player doesn’t have to be 
from a ‘power five’ school 
to make it in the NFL.”

* Must attend a mandatory 
poll worker training session. 
There are no exceptions to 
this requirement. 

* Cannot be a member 
of a candidate’s immediate 
family or the second degree 
of kinship and cannot be 
a member. of a candidate’s 
political committee. 

In addition, high school 
or college students age 
16 or older can apply to 
become student poll worker 
interns. Students must be 
recommended by a princi- 
pal, another school official, 
or the individual responsi- 
ble for the student’s home 
instruction program.More 
information on the Student 
Intern Program can be 
found online. The student 
poll worker application must 
also be returned to the coun- 
ty Probate Judge for consid- 
eration.
